Nasser, Tito Call 
For End to ColdW ar 


BRIONI, Yugoslavia (AP)— 
Presidents Josip Broz Tito and 
Gamal Abdel Nasser appealed 
Monday to all nations “to put 
an end to the cold war, to 
ereate a better atmosphere in 
internaimnal relations and to 
oppose any policy based on the 
threat or use of force.” 

The two neutralist leaders 
made the appeal in a communi- 
que issued at the end of their 
seven-day talks during Nasser’s 
visit to Yugoslavia. 

The communique made no re- 
ference to a summit meeting of 
neutralist countries, but reliable 
sources said the two leaders de- 
cided that if the world situa- 
tion deteriorates they will take 
the initiative and call for such 
a meeting. 

The communique stated that 
the failure of the Paris confer- 
ence was a disappointment for 
all nations and that it “has seri- 
ously affected the prospects of 
solving some of the most im- 
portant problems of the world.”

Khrushchev Derides 
Tke’s Embarrassment © 


BUCHAREST (UPI)—Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev said Sun- 
day he would never have suf- 
fered such an embarrassment 
as President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower did over his canceled 
visit to Japan. 

Speaking informally to West- 
ern newsmen, Khrushchev also 
repeated his warning that the 
Soviets would destroy any” air 
base used for unauthorized 
flights over the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet leader, here with 
other top Communists for an 
Eastern bloc summit, referred 
to Eisenhower's: visit to Japan 
in answer to a question about 
whether he planned to visit 
Budapest. 

Khrushchev said he had no 

lans to visit Hungary, since 

e had no invitation and made 
it a principle to go only where 
he was invited. 

“If you follow that rule, what 
Eisenhower 
would just not happen to you 
-—Mr. Elsenhower wanted to go 
to Japan but had to cancel his 
visit because of the Japanese

hrushchev said. 

“I would never have suffered 
such an embarrassment as 
Fisenhower,” he declared. 

The Soviet Premier was in 
good spirits and answered ques- 
tions moderately, frequently 
joking with Western journalists 
whom he laughingly called “im- 
perialists” and “capitalists,” 

But he was serious when he 
said Soviet Russia would not 
“tolerate further violations of 
her air space.” 

Khrushchev said Soviet forces 
would “strike back immediately 
and destroy any air base from 
which planes for unauthorized 
flights over the Soviet Union 
had started.” 

The Premier maintained that 
the Soviet Union still desires 
another summit conference, but 
added, “However, if § there 
should be no summit confer- 
ence, we shall live on as be 
fore.”

New Quake Hits 
Southern Chile 


SANTIAGO (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
A new earth tremor shook the 
quake-ravaged Puerto Montt, 
Valdivia, Temuco and Concep- 
cion areas of southern Chile at 
11:30 a.m, JST yesterday, the 
Seismological Institute here re 
ported. ; 

The tremor came amid a 30- 
hour rainstorm, and 18 people 
were reported killed by a land- 
slide near Valdivia. 

Southern Chile has been shak- 
ed by continuous tremors since 
last month’s major quakes in 
which thousands of ple were 
killed and entire towns laid 
waste. 

Concepcion and Puerto Montt 
were two of the worst-hit areas 
and Valdivia, also badly batter- 
ed, has been under threat 
of flooding from a lake dammed 
by landslides, 

Temuco lies about midway be- 
tween coastal Concepcion to the 
north and Valdivia to the 
south. Puerto Montt is about 
80 miles south of Valdivia.

heroism as is generally the case. 

The most ambitious play of 
the lot is perhaps the final 
number “Kaga Sodo,” based on 
one of the famous daimyo 
household scandals in Ja- 
pan's feudal history. History is 
prone to accuse Otsuki 
Kuranojo of being the villain 
who plotted to usurp the tre- 
mendous estate and power of 
the Kaga daimyo house by 
gaining almost unheard of 
power within the house of 
Maeda Yoshinori, lord of Kaga. 
He was, however, exposed and 
killed soon after Yoshinori's 
death and the succession of his 
son to the daimyo seat. 

The play, however, makes it 
out to be entirely otherwise. 
Shoto Shimada in the role of 
Otsuki is seen as the 
young man of humble start 
who wins his way into Yoshi- 
nori’s favor because of his 
ability to wheedle loans for the 
house from rich Osaka 
merchants, and who helps 
maintain the Kaga household's 
economy on an even keel by 
paring expenditures at the ex- 
pense of traditional matters of 
ritualistic display. 


Days Nambered 


He wins gratitude from the 
lord but bitter resentment from 
the older hereditary retain- 
ers who are jealous of his suc 
cess and fear his increasingly 
favored position over them. 
Thus in the end Otsuki comes 
to know that his days are num- 
bered precisely with the days 
left to his ailing and dying lord; 
but Otsuki determines to stick 
it out to the last, come what 
may, in spite of pleas of what- 
ever few friends remain 
faithful to him to flee while 
there is still time. 


Otsuki Kuranojo is finally 
forced into killing himself, 
lonely, disgraced, and to be 


marked down in history as a 
villain and a traitor. Shogo 
Shimada's Otsuki is a remark- 
ably fine one, and the play is a 
success within its category, at- 
taining a level quite above the 
usual popular-appeal heroism of 
the Shinkokugeki brand. 

There have been several 
novels and plays in_ recent 
years reinterpreting the 
of Japanese his- 
tory, turning the old accepted 
viewpoimts inside out. No one 
can tell where the real truth 
lies—most likely somewhere 
in between. But the results are 
interesting, and the fact that 
such characters have been 
marked down in legitimate his- 
tory as black-hearted characters 
make them all the more in- 
teresting in fiction and drama, 
particularly when defying 
accepted concepts. 


In Sympathetic Light 


Koshiro of Kabuki has figured 
in several such dramas, and 
made an outstanding success in 
each—as Akechi Mitsuhide, the 
traitor who killed military ruler 
Oda Nobunaga, in “Akechi 
Mitsuhide”; as the house elder

Zen in Modern Age | 


By REIHO MASUNAGA 


The modern age can be 
called the age of humanism. It 
grew from awareness of hu- 
manity and established the au- 
tonomy of human beings in 
contrast to the heteronomy and 
theminomy of the middle ages. 

Human awareness spurred 
the development of knowledge 
from myth to science. 

Humanism emphasized indi- 
For 
several centuries since the Ke- 
naissance these were important 
factors in creating the modern 
age. They helped establish the 


| politicis, ethics and social con- 


duct that we know today. They 
also laid; the groundwork for 
democracy and socialism, Sci- 
ence advanced quickly. It built 
up knowledge that could not 
even be imagined in ancient 
times. 

In this way modern civiliza- 
tion came into being. But from 
here two problems arose. One 
is the danger of annihilation 
inherent in modern warfare. 
The other is the increasing 
strength of social organization 
due to the development of sci- 
ence. These problems deepened 


jalent today. 
'ethical problem is a religious 


the anxiety of modern man. 
Social and scientific advances 
seem to have outrun the ability 
of men who would use them. 
Some of the users suffer from 
warped wills; the lack of moral 
strength. 

As science progresses, human 
qualities seem to deteriorate. To 
correct this imbalance we must 
increase human compassion. Of 
course, individual good will is 
important, but in this age it is 
necessary to stress ethics from 
the standpoint of humanity as 
a whole. We tend to look with 
amusement at the greatness of 
science but to remain blind to 
moral considerations, 

This is one of the major 
sources of the anxiety so prev- 
Essentially this 


one. From the standpoint of 
humanity as a whole, we can 
advance only by breaking 
through this dead end. The 
modern crisis stems from the 
increasing complexity of ma- 
chinal and social system. 

One way out of this impasse 
may be Zen. Zen is a practice 
that penetrates to one’s true 


self through cross-legged sitting 
and to vitalize this self in daily 
life. Zen frees man from the 
enslavement to machines and 


o~---—-— 


enables him to return to his 
basic humanity, 


It also eases the mental ten- 
sion that comes from cultural 
fatigue and brings peace of 
mind. Zen maximizes the pres- 
ent moment through full 
awareness in daily life. 


With its emphasis on the idea 
of Buddha-mind, Zen helps man | 
fulfill his human potentialities. 
It can guide science into leas | 
destructive channels. Since its | 
basic standpoint transcends} 
dualism, Zen offers some hope| 
of softening the ideological con- | 
flict that now threatens human 
existence. 


The mood of unity has charac- 
terized Eastern culture, 
Seng-chao (384-414) 
“Heaven and earth are of the 
same root. All things are iden- 
tical with me.” The West, on 
the other hand, has emphasized 
dualism. From this grew sch 
ence and philosophy. Eastern 
unity, while important to relli- 
gion, has tended to limit sci- 
entific progress. Western dual- 
ism, while necessary to science, 
does not leave much room for 
religious development. The 
culture of the future must erm 
brace the strong points of both 
Western scientific thought and 
Eastern religious intuition. 


Zen offers some prospect of 
cutting’ through this apparent 
conflict and setting this stage 
for creative use of both sci- 
ence and religion. This seems 
to me to be the role of Zen in 
the modern world.

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Japan OK’s 
Plan to Buy 
ROK Rice 


The Japanese Government 
vesterday officially approved a 
plan to purchase 30,000 tons of 
South Korean rice offered by 
the Republic of Korea last Feb- 
ruary. 

Talks on the rice deal have 
been in progress here since April 
4. The price has been agreed on 
as $4.65 milion (¥1,670 million) 
including transportation costs. 


The signing of the import con- 
tract is scheduled to take place 
Friday between Kenji Suga, 
director general of the Food 
Agency and Ea Chai Ha, ROK 
charge d'affaires. 


The contract will be signed 
after Kim Sun Hwan, head of 
the visiting ROK rice trade mis- 
sion, completes ROK arrange- 
ments for the sale in Seoul. 


This is the second time since 
the war's end that Japan has 
bought rice from ROK. Japan 
bought 87,000 tons in 1950. 

Almost all the rice to be ir, 
ported will be polished. Although 
Japan wanted unpolished rice 
because it is easier to preserve, 
the ROK plan to include only 
7,500 tons of unpolished rice in 
the total shipment was finally 
accepted. The delivery is sche- 
duled te be made in three 
shipments in Septembér, Oc- 
tober and November. 

The ROK is expected to apply 
the whole payment for the rice 
for purchasing various govern- 
mental and civilian commodities 
from Japan. The ~goods to be 
purchased have not vet been 
specified. 


June Trade Mark 
Seen Favorable 


Japan's foreign trade for the 
first half of June showed a fav- 
orable balance of $20 million, 
according to the Bank of Ja- 
pan. 


Computed in terms of letters 
of credit opened and received, 
exports for the period reached 
$150 million ($140 million for 
the corresponding period 
May) and imports $130 million 
($110. million). 


During June, a favorable bal- 
ance of $40 million to $50 mil- 
lion is thus expected. 

According to these sources, 
the international account for 
May left $33 million in the black 
but there is expected to be a 
deficit of some $9 million in 
the trade account alone and one 
of $8 million in ¢he current 
transactions. 

May’s imports were at the 
$320 million level and experts 
totaled $310 million.

“They say the suit’s wearer 
could have his back stroked 
with the white flame of an ace- 
tylene torch and hardly feel a 
tickle,” said the journal. 


One use for the new fiber | 


may be to help form coverings 
for space vehicles to protect the 
vehicles and their passengers 
from the intense heat caused 
by air friction when they re- 
enter the atmosphere.

Many Asian Nations Seek 
To Up Textile Production 


By SHELDON WESSON , 


Along the rim of the Chinese 
mainiand lie a dozen “new” tex- 
tile-producing nations, or na- 
tions which expect to be in the 
commercial-scale textile-produc- 
ing picture in the near future. 

This area is bounded on the 
west by India and Pakistan; on 
the north by Red China and on 
the northeast by Japan—com- 
prising among them about 35 


million of the world’s cotton 
spindles. 
Within this framework of 


giants, the dozen new nations 
have traditionally been  cus- 
tomers for cotton goods. Today 
they are all impelled by varying 
degrees of economic nationalism. 
Several have become indepen- 
dent of European powers since 
World War II, Others, content 
for many years to be suppliers 
of agricultural and other pri- 
mary products, now feel the 
need to diversify their econo- 
mies. 


Almost universally, the goal 
is self-sufficiency (or at least 
major self-supply) in the few 
basic industrial products need-

ed by their millions of people. 
And, again almost universally, 


the first aim of industrialization

and self-ssupply is cotton tex- 


tiles. 


Textile production in this part 
of the world requires relative- 
ly small capital outlay and a re- 
latively low level of worker 
skill. The level of quality re- 
quired ts low; a few relatively 
simple cloths of 20s yarn satisfy 
the bulk of the market. 


Case of Hongkong 


Hongkong, though not a tex- 
tile producing giant, is peculiar- 
ly sensitive to this trend. That 
is because Hongkong has a re- 
latively small domestic consum- 
ing population; and its textile 
industry has developed since 
World War II almost entirely 
on the basis of export. 


After the four giants men- 
tioned (India, Pakistan, China, 
Japan) there is a second line of 
producers. They are: 


—Hongkong, with 400,000 
spindles, and increase to 500, 
000 in sight. 

—Taiwan, with 280,000 spind- 
les, and 500,000 on the horizon. 

—South Korea, with around 
450,00 spindles, about the limit 
for the present. 

—The Philippines, with 450,- 
000 spindles, and at least 600,- 
000 planned for the near future, 

Expansion for Export 

Of the little over two million 
spindles to be expected in these 
four countries two to three 
years hence, roughly one mil- 
lion will be producing for ex- 
port and one million for dom- 
estic consumption. Any expan- 
sion beyond these projections 
would be for export. All of 
these spindles and related loom- 
age are aimed at goods below 
30s qualities; and Japan is ex- 
pected to provide the 30s and 
higher carded and combed 
goods which these countries 
need for either export garment 
manufacturing or for the rela- 
tively small domestic consump- 
tion of such qualities. 

The “third line” of producers 
will include: Singapore and Ma- 
laya, Burma, Thailand, Viet- 
nam, Cambodia, Laos, Indonesia; 
and the Communist-controlled 
‘areas of North Vietnam and 


North Korea. Every one of the 
countr.es has a_ textile-produc- 
tion program in the works, 
more or less advanced. Only 
Laos seems to be standing still 
at the moment. 


Thailand, Burma and Viet- 
nam have plans which add up 
to about 500,000 spindles within 
a couple of years, Indonesia is 
reported aiming at 400,000 
spindles. Cambodia, North Viet- 


nam and North Korea have been 
developing their industries with 
Red Chinese help. Spindilage is} 
not known, There is also a pro- 
gram to aid Indonesia in build- 
ing mills. 


Projects in Singapore 


Singapore, traditionaly a trad- 
ing city like Hongkong, has been 


casting envious eyes toward this | 
Colony’s prosperous develop-| 
ment of small manufacturing | 
industries. No firm plans have | 
been announced, but business- | 
men from Singapore report that 
both textile and garment manu- 
facturing projects are on the) 
fire—awaiting mainly signs of | 
more stability in the political | 
situation. 

Malaya, too, is interested in. 
textile mills along with its) 
policy of encouraging invest-| 
ment in new smal] industries; | 
and there is more more likeli-| 
hood of a major textile develop 
ment here than in the tiny port- | 
island of Singapore. Okinawa is | 


an outside bet for 10,000 
spindles. 
All told, this third-line” | 


group of producers can be ex-| 
pected to have at least a million 
spindles in operation within, 
say, three years; and possibly 
1,500,000, 

Meanwhile, with a trifie un- 
der 2 million spindles now, 
Pakistan is aiming at 2.3 million 
within a year. 

Red China's Expansion 

Red China, meanwhile, has ex- 
panded to about 10 million 
spindies; and the extent to 
which the Communist Govern- 
ment wishes to export cotton 
goods also has an important 
bearing on the incentive to 
develop industries in these 
smaller neighboring countries, 

China has granted long-term 
low-interest loans to Indonesia 
and Cambodia to buy textiles. 
and doubtless has similar con- 
tinuing arrangements with 
North Vietnam and North Ko- 
rea. ‘These deals are apart 
from her sporadic offers to sell | 
large quantities of textiles in 
the “free” markets, principally 
Hongkong and Singapore, as 
well as directly to all the other 
countries in this area,

Crystallized glass claimed to 
comparable to the “Pyro- 
ceram” of the Dow Corning 
Corp. of the United States was 
erfected last week by Prof.

Claimed to be as hard as steel 
and lighter than aluminum, the 
giass promises a wide applica- 
tion in industrial fields and ‘also 
as household utensils. Some of 
the nuclear heads are made of 
“Pyroceram,” it is reported. 

The hard glass developed here 
is claimed to be able to with- 
stand heat up to 1,100 centi- 
grade degrees as against 550 in 
the case of ordinary glass. Be- 
cause of the very small rate of 
expansion when heated, it does 
not break even by a quick shift- 
ing of heat, the professor said. 
The specific gravity of the glass 
is lighter than that of alumi- 
num. 

Due to its high heat resist- 
ance, it can be used as part of 
a miicro-wave transmitter, as 
part of machine tools suscep- 
tible to heavy friction or ovens 
and heating equipment in house- 
holds, Tashiro said. 

The Nippon Electric Glass 
Co., Ltd. in Kyoto which has 
been working jointly with the 
university professor will shortly 
launch mass production of the 
giass under the name of “Neo- 
ceram.”

Powder to Clear 
Sea of Oil Found 


HAMBURG (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Scientists here have 
invented a powder which 
they think will clear the sea 
of the oil which fouls 
beaches and destroys thou- 
sands of seabirds and fish 
every year, the West Ger- 
man news agency DPA 
reported. 

It is composed of absor- 
bent earth and cement-like 
additives which mix the oil, 
making it heavier than 
water and thus making it 
sink.

Poland Asks | 
3-Year U.S. 


Aid Program | 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Po- 
land has asked the United 
States for a three-year economic 
aid program, it was disclosed 
here Sunday, 

The U.S. Government is op- 
posed to such a long term pro 
gram and proposed a one-year 
program involving about $100 
million in American aid. 

The Polish request was dis- 
closed when transcripts of clos- 
ed hearings conducted by a 
House appropriations subcom- 
mittee were released here Sun- 
day. 

The transcript shows that As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Clarence L. Miller told the 
special subcommittee on defi- 
ciencies on June 9: 

“There are negotiations in 
progress. The Poles are ask- 
ing for a three-year program. 
We are discussing a one-year 
program in the magnitude of 
about $100 million.” 

Subcommittee Chairman Rep. 
Albert Thomas asked, “what 
would the three-year program 
be, $100,000,000 for three 
years?” 

Patrick O'Leary, assistant ad- 
ministrator of the Foreign Agri- 
culture Service, replied “I 
think that is about what it 
amounted to. May I say this 
off the record, sir?” 

“I do not know why it should 
be off the record,” Thomas said, 
refusing O’Leary’s request, 

The aid agreement now wn- 
der negotiation would be the 
fourth to be concluded between 
Poland and the United States. 
Earlier agreements were signed 
in 1957, 1958 and 1959. 

Each provided for about $100 
million of U.S. aid. 

Of the total of about $300 
million, approximately $235 mil- 
lion was the dollar value of 
U.S. agricultural surplus goods 
sold to Poland for Polish cur- 
rency. The rest were dollar 
credits. 

Under the agreements, Poland 
purchased from the United 
States mainly cotton, wheat 
and agricultural fats and oils.

To the Editor: 


In view of recent dem- 
onstrations in Tokyo, especially 
against White House Press Sec- 
retary James Hagerty and the 
consequent bloody riot June 15, 
resulting in postponement of 
President Eisenhower's visit to 
Japan, Americans are urged to 
exercise patience and forbear- 


Angry, retaliatory reac- 
tions are especially advised 
against. 


Although the militant leftist 
minority seems to have gained 
an upper hand, it may prove 
to be a shortlived victory. At 
present, the man-on-he-street is 
becoming increasingly fed up 
with the demonstrators’ use of 
Violence and the resulting en- 
dangering of the parliamentary 
system. This feeling could very 
easily manifest itself in a firm- 
er attitude in dealing with left-

NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York Herald Tribune said So- 
viet press articles against “left- 
wing communism” indicated 
what the West has long suspect- 
ed—that Mr, Khrushchev has 
been under strong pressure 
from his own left as well as 
from that of Red China. They 
also suggest that the Premier 
now feels strong enough to have 
his own views stated as incon- 
trovertible party dogma. 

“The current reviews dispose 
of the rightists and revisionists, 
best typified by Marshal Tito, 
summarily. But they lay great 
emphasis upon the leftists, the 
unnamed persons and unspecifi- 
ed groups who oppose peaceful 
coexistence with capitalism, dis- 
armament and summit talks. 

“This would certainly apply 
to the Red Chinese, who only 
reluctantly endorsed Mr. Krush- 
chev's pronounced goai of les- 
sening worid tensions. Probably 
it applies, too, to tendencies 
within the Kremlin.” 


Red Chinese Influence — 


LONDON (K yodo-Reuter)— 
The Times claimed Soviet Rus- 
sia was unable to “control” 
China and that the Communists 
and nationalists of Asia and 
Africa were gradually falling 
under Chinese rather than Rus- 
sian influence.

Rioting in Tokyo 
BOSTON (UPI)—The Tokyo 


riots protesting the U-.S.Japa- 
nese Security Treaty were not 
entirely Communist-agitated, 
but stemmed from the “liberat- 
ed but confused youth” of 
Japan, the Christian Science 
Monitor said. 


“Obviously agents of Moscow 
and Peiping are pleased,” the 
paper said, but it claimed that 
they only egged on the violence 
and confusion.

“The cancellation of the Pres- 
ident’s Japanese visit, which 
the Kishi Government was fi- 
nally compelled to request, 
leaves a stream of question 
marks in its trail. 

“On one point there is no 
question: the prestige of this 
country has been dealt a blow. 


Whether permanent damage 
has been wrought, no one can 
tell. ‘ 


“The fall of the Kishi Govern- 
ment, if it comes, would throw 
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Japanese politics into confusion 
deeper than riots. Such confu- 
sion, we may be sure, would be 
exploited to the maximum. 


“Yet sometimes in suct situa- 
tion, losses from the right nand 


are balanced by gains in the left 
hand. . 


“One effect of the Japanese- 
trip fiasco, because it was so 
patentiy caused by a cold-war 
maneuver, may be a drawing 
together of the bulk of the Japa- 
nese people. The nature of the 
menace that confronts them, the 
narrowness of the line between 
orderly government anc chaos, 
could hardly have been demon- 
strated more vividly. 


“Such a reaction 
sibility; we do not say a pro- 
babilmty.

Parliamentary Issues 


LONDON. (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The Economist, a leading Brit. 
ish independent weekly, assert- 
ed the chief casualty of rioting 
in Japan against the revised 
security treaty had not been Mr. 
Kishi or the United States but 
the Japanese parliamentary pro- 
cess. 

The journal said: “The Social- 
ists’ failure in the 1958 elections, 
the subsequent split between 
left and right and the departure 
of Mr. Nishio and his followers 
to found the Social Democratic 
Party ended hopes that a res- 
ponsible and coherent opposi- 
tion would soon emerge. 


“The rioting against the revis- 
ed security treaty has thus been 
the outcome of Socialist weak- 
ness, not confidence: and the 
chief casualty has not been Mr. 
Kishi or the United States but 
the Japanese parliamentary pro- 
cess.” 


“At the same time, increasing 
difficulties in industrial negotia- 
tion seem to have persuaded the 
Sohyo trade unions that their 
best prospects lay in political, 
not economic, activity. 

“The descent to the streets 
has found them in association 
with the extremist students 
(whose pessimistic nihilism is 
well to the left of the Commun- 
ists) in the one cause in which 
they are in easy unity. 

“Japan, by far the most im- 
portant of the Asian nations in 
direct association with the 
United States, may be a decisive 
test for Western policy. The 
revised security treaty contains 
substantial concessions to the 
Japanese point of view compar- 
ed-with the treaty of 1951, but 
Mr. Kishi's interpretation of it 
would seem to involve Japan in 
a conflict that might begin in 
the Taiwan Strait. Although 
the treaty does increase Japa- 
nese control of American mili- 


tary movements to and from 
Japan, the practical wer of 
veto over the use of nuclear 


" weapons is questionable.” 


The Economist said the par- 
liamentary process in Japan 
would have to show unaccus- 
tomed resilience to recover 
from this month’s biows. In 
its hour of triumph the demo- 
cratic left might “profitably re- 
flect on whether. chaos really 
serves its purpose—or that of 
its real enemies. The crisis is 
only beginning.”

NEW DELHI (UPI)—The In- 
dian Express expressed the view 
that successful student demon- 
strations in South Korea and 
Turkey may have encouraged 
Japanese youth. Whether the 
Japanese riot were the® work of 
international communism or 
not, the Express said, “the real 
danger is that they are sympto- 
matic of a deep-seated malaise 
which appears to be infecting 
young minds almost the world 
over, as exemplified in Europe's 
teddy boys and Asia's wundis- 
ciplined youth.”
